Reports of the work 
of the past 
year and plans for the coming twelve 
months were made at a meeting F ri­ 
day afternoon of the heads of com­ 
mittees of the woman’s branch of the 
Adams County Committee of Public 
Safety 
and National 
Defense. 
The 
meeting was held at the home of Mrs. 
Granville, 
the county chairman, who 
entertained the departm ent heads at 
a luncheon before the business session 
convened. 
The reports showed that, in every 
line of activity, except th at of regis­ 
tration, the women of the county had 
done their full share and the showing 
made in all departm ents except this 
one was most gratifying. The failure 
of more women to register was said 
to have been the result of a mistaken 
idea which is very prevalent in Get­ 
tysburg and throughout the county. 
Many women believe that, by signing 
the registration cards, 
they 
make 
themselves liable to call for various 
duties aw ay from their home towns. 
This is entirely incorrect, and an ef­ 
fort will be m ale 
to 
acquaint the 
women more fully on the m atter and 
to secure an enrollment which will re ­ 
flect creditably on the county. 
The 
heads 
of 
the 
departm ents 
agreed that, in the event of a camp 
being located at G ettysburg next sum­ 
mer, they would do everything pos­ 
sible to co-operate with th e Y. M. C. 
A., Y. VV. C. A., and the Commission 
on Training Camp Activities, in lines 
which will be of benefit to the soldier 
and of value to the community gener­ 
ally. 
It is the idea rath er to help 
narry out the plans of the above agen­ 
cies ra th er than to start any 
new­ 
lines independent of them. 
In the 
same 
way 
the 
woman’s 
branch of the Council of National De­ 
fense works through the local organ­ 
izations of the He I Cross, the Parent 
T eachers’ Associations, the Mothers' 
Pension Committee, and so on, all of 
which are well organized and able to 
further the various 
lines of 
work 
which the county committee, working 
under the direction of the State Com­ 
mittee, may urge them to take up. 
The question of starting backyard 
gardens, and those on small plots of 
ground, thus turning to usefulness 
land which was formerly not used for 
growing foodstuffs was discussed at 
the meeting Friday afternoon and it 
was decided that, when the time came, 
this m atter would be called to the 
attention of the public. 
The schools 
will be used to bring this before the 
pupils, many of whom are expected 
to s ta rt their own gardens as others 
did during the past year. 
Pupils not 
able to purchase seeds, 
may make 
application for free seeds and, after 
investigation through the schools, the 
county committee will furnish those 
who should be helped in this way.

Abram Mickey found the head of a 
dehorned deer Thursday near the OW 
Forge, while hauling w'ood out of the 
mountain. 
The deer 
had 
evidently 
been shot, only recently, out of sea- 
• son, and the person shooting it cut 
the head from the body and took the 
i latter home. 
Wardens are working 
upon clues in the hope of running 
down the person who defied the law 
in two ways. 
About three years ago a number of 
buck deer were purchased by the gov­ 
ernm ent from Michigan 
and placed 
upon the Mont Alto reservation. With 
the idea of keeping this herd existing 
until its number had greatly multipli­ 
ed, government officers dehorned all 
of the bucks so lh*t during the hunt- 
{ing season they would be taken for 
! does and would not be shot by hun- I 
ten*. 
The person who shot the one, 
• the head of which Mr. .Mickey found, 
was not particular as to whether the 
kind he shot was doe or buck just a t 
long as he got the meat. 
Reports come in th at some moun­ 
tain residents don’t abide by the law 
but shoot deer whenever they need the 
meat and can escape detection.

Lieutenant H erbert A. Bream, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Robert S. Bream, of 
Seminary Ridge, has written a num­ 
ber of interesting letters home and 
in them, as in the others from Get­ 
tysburg boys now in France, there is 
frequently expressed the keen delight 
he has of being of some service in 
this time of stress. 
Lieutenant Bream has been under 
direct German fire and his outfit has 
been mentioned in the official reports 
for their work. 
In a letter, dated 
December 8th and just received by his j 
father, he tells of receiving several 
Christm as boxes that were sent him 
and says that^he intends holding them ' 
until just before the great holiday be­ 
fore starting to enjoy the contents, j 
He also mentions the receipt of copies 
of the local papers and says: 
“ I have read of all 
the 
Adams 
County boys who have been drafted 
and I suppose it will be a long time 
before they get over here. 
It must 
seem a tremendous experience for the J 
people of America to have their sons 
come way over here. 
“ We have been in some large ope­ 
rations recently and have been official­ 
ly mentioned for some of the work 
we have done. 
Some one may see 
something in the papers at home. 
I 
am glad to be doing what I can and 
feel that I am being used to good ad­ 
vantage. 
“ My health is good and we are well 
taken care of,— in fact I believe the 
soldiers in France to-day are better 
taken care of than the people at home. 
They are fed well, warmly clothed, 
and their health 
is very 
carefully 
watched. 
All in all it isn’t nearly as 
bad over here as the people at home 
imagine, 
and you can tell them all 
that, because 
I 
have teen much of J 
this affair and I know. 
“This morning, just before I got 
up, a young officer who had a lot of 
German prisoners, taking them to a 
village clo>e by, stopped and looked 
into my tent to inquire the way. You 
should have seen the Boches, as they 
call the Germans over here. 
They i 
certainly were a surly, dirty looking 
lot. They fight like the devil as long j 
a-* they have plenty of guns and wire 
backing them up, but ju st us soon as i 
they are closed in on, they throw up | 
their hands and call ‘kamarad*. 
“ Now th a t the Russians have lain I 
down I suppose we will have a busy 
time over here. 
We were bombed 
night before last. 
The Boche are al­ 
ways trying to get the railroads, of 
course to stop re-inforcenients from 
coming up. 
But no one 
was hurt. 
They didn't hit the railroad but al­ 
most hit a German prison cam p with , 
several thousand 
G erman 
prisoners 
in it. 
It would have been rath er a 
joke if they had destroyed their own. 
“ I expect to get leave for seven or 
eight days before long and then I 
will go 
to Paris and also hunt 
up 
some of my friends w’ho are over here 
now. 
In fact I suppose 
there 
are 
many men in France whom I know'. 
I have met -ainu* very influential peo­ 
ple since being in the Arm y. 
“There are some very good horses 
over here and I have been able to get 
one or two of them to ride. 
I have 
a gas rail car and a man who drives 
it. 
We do many miles each day so I 
don't often get a chance to use 
a 
horse.” 
The letter closes with a number of 
inquiries about the Bream farm west 
of town where the young lieutenant 
spent the greater part of his youth, 
j 
There is much speculation over the 
exact engagem ent which gained the 
official mention. 
It is thought \ery 
probable that he was with the engi­ 
neers w'ho dropped their implements 
and grabbed guns to fight the Ger­ 
m ans who had tried to cut them off, 
as told several weeks ago in many 
dispatches, but he made no effort in j 
the letter to indicate what work carn­ 
el! the recognition, likely because of 
the rigid censorship regulations which 
would likely cut reports of an en­ 
gagem ent. 


(By Telegraph) 
Boston, Dec. 29— Four German sub­ 
marines were captured recently by 
twelve American destroyers, accord­ 
ing to an American 
seaman 
who 
reached bis home here from a French 
port last night. The seaman—a former 
Boston new spaper man—was aboard 
a troop ship at the French port re­ 
cently, he said, when the destroyers, 
all 
flying 
the Stars 
and 
Stripes, 
steamed in with their prizes. 
The 
submersibles were 
lying 
upon 
the 
surface of the ocean with their con­ 
ning towers open, during the process 
of recharging their batteries, when 
the American destroyers sw'ept down 
upon them and took them prisoners 
without a fight. 
While the tram port was still at the 
French port, the seaman saki, a Ger­ 
man U-boat entered the harbor with 
a white flag flying from her peri­ 
scope. 
The em my crew 
explained 
that they had been lying in w ait for 
the troop ship in the open sea, and 
that when they failed to find her, and 
the supplies ran low, the crew mutini­ 
ed, killed the commander and decided 
to surrender.

29— German dele­ 
gates to the Ruvso-German peace con­ 
ference have agreed to a plebiscite 
to determine the future-disposition of 
Abiace-Lorraim . Such concession was 
not form ally made by Count Czernin 
but the declaration made privately is 
regarded by the conference as a step 
favorable to a general peace.

believed hen* to-day that, if the Bol­ 
shevik! were to convene the constitu­ 
ent assembly now, a majority would 
vote to entertain peace proposals, even 
though the Bol-heviki hold a minority 
of the votes in that body.

29— American 
authorities say that if Russia endea­ 
vors to get the German 
pence 
pro­ 
posals before the United States it w ill 
be through our diplomats in Petro- 
grad, while if Germany tries to do it, 
a neutral country will be used. 
In 
either event it will be used in the in­ 
terest of Germany to secure a gener­ 
al rather than a separate peace, and 
will carry with it official recognition 
of the Bolshevik! Government.
